With the exception-of these twa 
parks, Horta appears like a city of 
the dead.

The British Association for the Ad- 


vancement of Science has been meet- 


ing in Oxford the past week, Simul- 


taneously the Institute of Politics met 
at Williamstown, Mass. 

Concerning both, the newspapers 
have been handing out to the public 
what the newspapers think the public 
wants from these conferences, and 
really the newspapers, some of them, 
are quite flattering to their readers. 
So there is no reason why 
keeps up with these reports should 
not begin to feel that he ts developing 
“the scientific attitude.”

Washington, August 31.—Reports 
received here in regard to conditions 
in Nicaragua point to a critical situ- 
ation in that Central American repub- 
lic. With the liberals apparently well 
entrenched on the east coast in and 
around Bluefields and several other 
strategic points, it is considered likely 
that they will be able to hold out 
against the present government’s forces 


which, because of the rainy season, 
will find it difficult, if not impos- 
sible to send troops for some time to 
come against opposing factions. On 
the west coast also, the liberals may 
be able to make some military head- 
way against Chamorro.
